'A direct statement from highly 
| placed French sources that unless 
Germany is willing to find Poland 
‘at the table of the council of the 
| League of Nations when she herself 
sits there, Germany will not get into 
the council, indicated this evening 
that no progress had been made in 
the league crisis and how perilous 
the situation had become. 

However, Gustav Stresemann, the 
German foreign minister, on return- 
ing to his hotel late tonight after 
having dinner with M. Unden, the 
Swedish foreign minister, said: ‘J 
am hopeful for tomorrow. Of 
course, our hopes depend upon the 
attitude of the other people. That 
is all I can say now.”’ 

It is understood that Dr. Strese- 
mann and M. Unden have arranged 
a compromise formula which will 
be presented to the league council 
Monday. The allied and German 
statesmen labored throughout the 
day in a spirit of good will in the 
hope of finding a solution to what 
is considered a critical problem. 
Viscount Ishii, as president of the 
council, canceled today’s session at 
the request of M. Unden, who ex- 
plained that he wanted more time 
to attempt mediation. 

Japan Favors Germany. 

Japan was described by one of its 
representatives as favoring the im- 
mediate. election of Germany and 
the immediate study of the question 
of enlargement of the couneil, 
based on the underlying principles 
of the covenant, which advocate 
calm reflection, and later a report 
| by the investigating commission 
| after it had examined all the candi- 
, dates, including the Brazilian, Span- 
ish, Chinése and Polish claimants. 

Viscount Ishii had made this pro- 
posal to the council as the most 
reasonable solution in tho interest 
of the league. The members of the 
council and other prominent dele- 
gates passed the day urging the 
representatives of Spain and Brazil 
not to push their claims for per- 
manent seats at present, as they 
would undoubtedly obtain them 
when the council. was enlarged at 
a later date. They besought the 
Spanish and Brazilian Ambassadors 
not to make the controversy more 
acute when there was some hope 
of settling the Polish question.

the first female statue of early

The 
structure, built originally in mud 
brick by Bur-Sin, king of Ur, in 
about 2220 B. C., was rebuilt in 
fine burned brick about 150 
years later by Enanatum.

CURE FOR SLEEPING 
SICKNESS ANNOUNCED 


Pasteur Institute Asserts That 
Formulas Cut Mortality to 
Under 2 Per Cent.

Paris, March 14.—-According’ to 
av announcement from the Pasteur 
institute, received from their lab- 
oratory at Brazzaville, French Con- 
go, they have perfected a definitive 
cure for sleeping sickness. 

The news was hailed with 
thusiasm by French scientific 
circles. According to advices re- 
ceived here, the new cure, called 
270 and 273, has reduced 
the mortality of the most advanced 
cases to less than 2 per cent.

When asked why Mayes was turned 
over to the police, Dr. Von Dahn re- 
plied that he would make an Official 
report of the incident today to Di- 
rector General Hines, of the Vet- 
erans’ bureau. 

According to Mayes, when he 
went to the mess hall for breakfast 
yesterday he was told he could no 
longer eat there as he had been 
discharged. He protested and then 
went to his ward to write a letter 
to Representative Edith Nourse 
Rogers, of Massachusetts, who had 
been promised by hospital authori- 
ties, Mayes says, that he could stay 
at the hospital until his case was 
disposed of by the veterans’ bu- 
An orderly objected to his stay- 
received the four days’ notice of 
discharge that is permitted by law, 
according to Mayes, he was picked 
up and thrown out of the hospital 
and then arrested. 

Dr. Von Dahn declared last night 
that Mayes had been discharged 
from the hospital about a week ago 
and had no right to come to the in- 
stitution yesterday. Mayes, = ac-

Phillips, of Pennsylvania, 
Says Newspaper Polls Show 
Changed Sentiment. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The prohibition discussion was 
kept alive over the week-end by the 
issuance of formal statements yes- 
terday by Representative Phillips, 
Republican, Pennsylvania, and- the 
board of temperance, prohibition 
and public morals of the Methodist 
Episcopal church. i 

The board reiterated its charges 
that persons not in sympathy with 


the objects of prohibition were be- 
ing employed to enforce the pro- 
hibition laws, and Representative 
Phillips declared that ‘‘under the 
rule of the ‘drys’ the Constitution 
is fast becoming a scrap of paper, 
the jury system junk, justice a joke, 
and the government, through its 
agents, the greatest law-breaker.” 

While predicting that the or- 
ganization of mobile squads and 
“flying groups of men expert in 
dealing with abuses of the permit 
system will certainly lead to great 
achievements,”’ the board of tem- 
perance statement criticized the en- 
forcement directorship in the Capi- 
tal City and in Maryland, Delaware 
and Kentucky. 


Budnitz is Assailed. 


“When antiprohibitionists or in- 
efficient men are maintained in po- 
sitions of responsibility,’’ the state- 
ment said, ‘‘the confidence of the 
people is shaken. It is impossible, 
for instance, to convince the dry 
people of Maryland and Delaware 
that real prohibition enforcement is 
intended in those States so long as 
Mr. Budnitz (Edmund Budnitz, pro- 
hibition administrator at Baltimore) 
is retained in charge of prohibition 
enforcement. 

“This indicates to the people of 
that district that the political for- 
tunes of Senator Weiler (Republi- 
can), Maryland, are held to be of 
greater importance than prohibition 
enforcement. 

“Similarly, the people of Ken- 
tucky can hardly be convinced in the 
face of an increasingly bad situa- 
tion that the government is serious 
in its efforts so long as Mr. Mays 
(William O. Mays, administrator for 
Kentucky and Tennessee), appoint- 
ed solely for political reasons, and 
maintaining a prohibition office 
which can hardly be called anything 
other than a political machine head- 
quarters, is retained.’’ 

Mr. Phillips declared that ‘‘six 
years of undisputed and almost un- 
challenged power has rendered the 
word ‘dry’ synonymous with intem- 
perance, intolerance, bigotry, arro- 
gance and tyranny, whereas only a 
short time ago the term ‘wet’ was 
opprobious.” 


Polls Referred To. 


Thousands of the votes being re- 
corded in the .wet columns of the 
newspaper polls being conducted 
throughout the country, he said, 
“are being cast by persons who six 
vears ago would have been classed 
definitely as ‘drys.’ ” 

All the host of temperate, honest, 
law-abiding people who have pro- 
tested against the overriding of 
other equally. important laws and 
constitutional guarantees in the ef- 
fort to put prohibition above all 
else in the legal calendar have been 
bodily cast over by the prohibi- 
tionists into the ‘wet’ group and so 
branded,” he continued. 

“I myself have been classified as 
a ‘wet’ because I have had the 
temerity to protest, privately and 
nore de against that very situa- 
tion.”

But some- 
times issues make themselves, and candidates 
are forced to meet them. 

The Democratic party in Pennsylvania will 
doubtless line up against prohibition. If it 
could bring itself to adopt the camel instead 
of the donkey as an emblem, it might find it- 
self next November in possession of a seat in 
the Senate. Mr. Vare’s nomination would so 
disgust dry Republicans that they would prob- 
ably vote for a dry Democrat, if such a rare 
bird should appear. It is inconceivable that 
Gov. Pinchot would turn in and support Vare 
in case of Vare’s victory at the primary. But 
the effect of a bolt would be lost if the bolters 
could not beat Vare atéthe election by support- 
ing a Democrat. Hence, in spite of the dry 
opposition to Vare in the Republican ranks, he 
might be elected because of the failure of the 
Democrats to nominate a prohibitionist.

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A CITY OF THE STATES.

~The governors of the States who will as- 


semble in Washington upon invitation of Pres- 
ident Coolidge on March have very gen- 
erally responded to the invitation of the per- 
manent State buildings committee, through Col. 
Robert N. Harper, the chairman, to meet with a 
group of Washington citizens to discuss the 
proposal for the erection of permanent State 
buildings in the National Capital. Following 
the invitation of the President to assemble in 
conference with him, Col. Harper sent a letter 
to each governor of the 48 States requesting 
the recipient t@ join in a formal function at 
which the plan of the projectors of the move- 
ment will explain its scope. The responses in- 
dicate that the committee will Be warranted-in 
asking Congress to sanction the movement and 
provide the necessary land upon which the pro- 
posed buildings will be erected. 

The gentlemen who are behind this move- 
ment believe that great benefits will result to 
the States as well as to the city of Washington 
through the consummation of the plan for the 
creation of what might be designated as ‘‘a 
City of the States.” The governors will be 
asked to recommend to their respective legis- 
latures that each State provide for the erec- 
tion of a building, in or near Washington, 
which shall afford the opportunity to properly 
exhibit the principal products by the State in 
a permanent building of its own, which shall 
also be the headquarters of its citizens visiting 
the National Capital. It is proposed that a 
special committee of men eminent as architects 
and as landscape designers shall pass upon al! 
plans before construction starts, and that the 
ensemble shall be artistic and pleasing to the 
eye of the visitor. 

In the construction of the various buildings 
it will be the policy, as far as possible, to use 
matertal which is a special product of the 
Stare by which it is provided. 

While the scheme is only in its embryotic 
stage at present, it is suggested by the pro- 
moters that each building shal] be so ar- 
ranged as to furnish, in addition to the prod- 
ucts of the State, everything possible which 
shows the growth and progress of its indus- 
tries and its people, as well as an assembly 
hall to be used for nonpolitical meetings of 
visiting and resident citizens, and suitable 
quarters for the governor or other State au- 
thorities.

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AGAINST NATIONALIZATION. 

The action of the British royal coal commis- 
sion in deciding that nationalization of British 
coal mines is a “grave economic danger,’’ is of 
world-wide significance. The commission is of 
ther opinion that the coal mines should be 
owned by the state, but operated by private 
interests as private enterprises. 

This decision should carry great weight with 
those who lean toward ‘‘nationalization’’ 
public utilities and coal mines. Great Britain 
has struggled with the coal mining industry 
with disastrous results. Public subsidies have 
drained the treasury, and unemployment has 
increased. While urging a correction of the 
mistake of having ‘‘the ownership of coal fall 
into private hands,” the commission at the 
same time turns its back on ‘‘nationalization”’ 
as recommended by the miners’ federation.

Under the ruling the employes will have to 
pay for 37 pairs of shoes at $1.95 a pair and 
for the rubber boots and gloves that hereto- 
fore have been paid for by the government.

ENDOCARDITIS. 


HERE is a form of heart dis- 
ease which always leads te 
death. There are a few re- 
corded cases where death has not 
followed within a year or less from 
the onset of the disease, but they

Dr. Thayer has recently publish- 
ed an extensive study of 198 cases 
of this disease.

SALES AIOE, 
BUT PROFITS FALL OFF 


Net Earnings of $14,000,000 
Are Less Than in 1924: 
Low Prices Blamed.

New York, March 14 (By A. P.). 
Total sales of Armour & Co. for 
1925 exceeded $900,000,000, an in- 
crease of about $100,000,000 over 
the previous year; the annual report 
showed today, but despite the im- 
provement in business net earnings 
were less than in 1924.

R. B. Creager Hints at Defeat 
in Next Primary for Lone 


(By the Associated Press. ) 

R. B. Creager. Republican na- 
tional committeeman from Tex:s, 
vésterday assailed Representative 
Tilson, of Connecticut, Republican 
leader in the House, for taking a 
hand in the controversy over Re- 
publican patronage in Texas. 

While the Republican organiza- 
tion in that State ‘‘welcomes sug- 
gestions courteously offered by Re- 
publicans from other States,’ he 
wrote, “it respectfully but very 
firmly declines the advice tendered 
in a hectoring and _ = dictatorial 
spirit.’’ 

Mr. Creager, who is now in 
Washington, made public a letter 
to Mr. Tilson last night taking cog- 
nizance of what he described as an 
‘unfortunate’ communication by 
the floor leader in defense of Rep- 
resentative Wurzbach (Republi- 
can), Texas, to Leonard Withing- 
ton, secretary of the Texas Repub- 
lican State executive committee, 
which was approved Friday night 
by the Republican congressional 
campaign committee. 


Defeat of Wurzbach Hinted. 


If Mr. Wurzbach, who recently 
criticized the handling of Texas 
patronage on the floor of the House, 
fails to be renominated, said’ Mr. 
Creager, ‘‘it will be solely and alone 
because of his own folly and for no 
other reason.”’ 

The Texas committeeman an- 
nounced that he considered his let- 
ter to Mr. Tilson a reply also to 
Representative Wood, of Indiana, 
chairman of the Republican con- 
gressional committee, who had 
written him in support of the Tilson 
position. 

Mr. Creager’s letter to Repre-

Consideration of Appropria- 
tion Measure Expected to 
Be Ended Wednesday. 
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Extension of Fourteenth street 
through the Walter Reed hospital 
grounds to the District line for the 
unrestricted use of street cars, bus 
and other vehicular traffic was ad- 
vocated yesterday by Jesse C. Suter, 
of Takoma Park, as necessary to 
facilitate access to the city from 
North Takoma, Silver Spring and 
other nearby Maryland communi- 
ties. 

In reply to the objection that ex- 
tension of the street through the 
hospital grounds would result in 
noise from the traffic annoying the 
patients, Mr. Suter replied that if 
such were the case the hospital 
Should be moved. He does not be-: 
lieve, however, that the noise would 


materially disturb the quiet of the 
reservation. In that connection, 
Mr. Suter pointed out that the 
Georgia avenue car line passes near- 
er to the patients than would the 
proposed Fourteenth street exten- 
sion. This car line was there be- 
fore the hospital was located on its 
present site, he added. 

The bill before Congress author- 
izing the extension -of Fourteenth 
street has been indorsed by the 
citizens’ advisory council, of which 
Mr. Suter is ex officio chairman, as 
well as by the District commission- 
ers and the Board of Trade. 


Wants School Completed. 


Completion of the Takoma Dis- 
trict school in accordance with the 
original plan through the addition 
cof an assembly hall for the 16-room 
building is also needed, Mr. Suter 
said. No appropriation is available 
for the addition at present. 

“The only problem at the school 
as far as classroom accommoda- 
tions are concerned,’ Mr. Suter 
continued, ‘‘is due to the presence 
of a large enrollment of nonresi- 
dent pupils in the school.’’

Hundreds of District employes 
will not get recommended salary in- 
creases July 1 because of the “‘par- 
ing” activities of the budget bureau, 
it was learned yesterday. 

The District commissioners, in ac- 
cordance with their interpretation 
of section 7 of the classification act, 
asked for $207,800 in the pending 
appropriation bill for salary ‘‘step 
ups.” Only $68,956, or slightly 
more than a fourth, was allowed by 
the budget bureau, and the bureau's 
figures were followed by the House 
appropriations bill. 

So far as can be learned, accord- 
ing to District Auditor Donovan, 
the budget bureau followed no sys- 
tematic basis in cutting the appro- 
priation. Some offices were allowed 
$4,000 for increases and others 
were not allowed anything. 

In the preparation of its budget 
the commissioners directed all de- 
partment heads to submit estimates 
for increases for all employes who 
had attained and maintained during 
the present fiscal year the standard 
of. efficiency deserving of advances 
under the classification act. 

Commissioners for Increase. 

_ It was the commissioners’ policy, 
it is said, to grant every one of these 
requests. 

Approximately $451,000 is being 
paid to the District employes in in- 
greased salaries under the original 
allocations and reallocations of the 
classification act. These increases, 
have to do, however, with salaries 
for particular grades. 

Under section seven of the act, 
the commissioners contend, that 
salary increases within the grade 
are contemplated when efficiency 
justifies them. ‘There is the limita- 
tion, of course, written in all. the 
appropriation bills that the total 
salary allotted within any one grade 
cannot exceed the average of that 
grade. 

According to Maj. Donovan, 45 
per cent of the increases thus far 
have gone to employes receiving an 
annual salary of $1,800 or less.

RUINS IN SOUTHWEST 
INDICATE CULTURE 


Dr. J. W. Fewkes Says Suc- 
cessive Stages of Civiliza- 
tion Are Found There. | 


Evidence of a culture which grew 


from its own native strength unsup- 
ported by foreign influences, flour- 
ished through many epochs of un- 
folding development, and at last 
passed away, are preserved in the 
ruins of the Mesa Verde National 


Park in Colorado, Dr. J. Walter 
Fewkes, cheif of the Bureau of 
American Ethnology of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, declared yester- 
day. 

Dr. Fewkes, who has made a close 
study of the Mesa Verde ruins, as- 
serts that cliff dwellers by no means 
completely describes these people. 
There are innumerable evidences of 
different kinds of culture, he says, 
which certainly did not exist to 
gether, but flourished through suc- 
ceeding stages. The oldest relics 
are apparently the simplest, he said, 
and are followed by types of grad- 
ually increasing complexity. 

Dr. Fewkes said that it would be 
difficult to assign a date to any of 
the types of culture. The evolution 
embraced a long period of time,, 
however, he said.
